If this forest wealth were di- 
vided equally, every Indian In t!>e 
country would have al>o«t $130 of 
forest wealth. 


Awake to Value of Timber. 


The Indians began to realize ftbont 


55 years ago that trtes represented 
real wealth, and the last clash of any 
consequence between the military and 
Indians was in northern Minnesota In 
1898 when the Leech I.nke Chippewas 
literally took to the tull timber In full 


that taggers who had been allowed tbe 
privilege of removing dead and down 
timber fncii the reservation wore not 
C:id!ns anrth!ns In the v.-f>ods that 
wasn't d«nd and down, at least when 
they got throng!-, with It. It cost tlie 
lives of eig?!t f"M!rr« of the Third 
reeular regiment r.nd the wounding of 
nbout 25 others for the Indians Ui Im- 
press on tht goternment that they 
were right on tltt Job of looking after 
their timber. Tills was not an Indian 
uprising in a proper sense bnt was 
just a resort to anus, as the Indians 
suw If, to protect their established 
property rlrhrs. Whether Mils demon- 
stration of force had anything to do 
with It or not. It IB a fact that thi* 
systematic forestry and business man- 
agement of the Indlau timber lands 
bc^in at about th.it time, 


The Indi:m bureau of the Depart- 


ment of Interior asserts that burins 
the last qnnrter of the Nineteenth 
:eiitnry tunny tiiillintis i-f fret ef tin • 
t>cr were removed from Indian reM-m:- 
lions i:: tin1 Ft;itcs of Wisconsin iin'l 
Minin-si'ta without proper supervision 
i'f the cutting and nitln.-ut adequate 
protection of the Interests of tlte.

portionately valuable. 


Since the establishment of the In- 


dian forestry service In 1i»10 the Indlnn 
lauds have been administered accord- 
ing to ti i»illcy of reconciling forestry 
principles with the present economic 
Interests or the Indians. The reserva- 
tion forestry problem is not just the 
Him*- ns that of the national tortfts, 
for it must Iw remembered that tbe 
Irfiiiim forest* ar« private property 
of the 1ni|l:m* held In tnmt for them 
hy Die l.'nitod States government. 
Many of the Indians, too, own their 
lands tn individual allotments; and iu 
such cases their timber Is livid for 
them from much thr Same point of 
view as an Individual white settler 
would take. If the land Is adaptable 
to agriculture the cutting Is clean 
and without a view to reforestation. 
On the other hand in the case of the 
tribal fortes the Idea Is to reconcile 
the ne?d of Immediate revenue for 
the owners with assurance of future 
value of the property, and here the 
principle is one of perpetual lumber- 
ing. Only mature trees are cut, and 
provision is made for protecting young 
trees from Injury during logging oper- 
ations ami for the cleaning up and 
burning of debris of logh'lnf:. The tim- 
ber Is generally disposed or to con- 
tractors through competitive bids, the 
contractor removing the timber him- 
self under the supervision of and ac- 
cording to the regulations of the In- 
dian forest service. 


Mo*t Advanced Forestry Practice. 
It is the boast of the Indian forest 


service thnt Its regulations governing 
logging operations, . promulgated In 
1920, represent as advanced a state as 
has yet been made in American for- 
estry practice anywhere. 


An illustration of the public or what 


might be called the white man's In- 
tpi^«fr In the IniMnTi fnmtv |« fonnrt 
In general regulation No. 10, whtch 
provides that in the discretion of the
